7 DEAD, 10 MEN 
MISSING IN MINE 
AT PANAMA, ILL 


Explosion, Attributed to Black 
Damp, Takes Place Soon 
After 400 Workmen Enter. 


By ong Distance Telephone to the 
Post-Dispatch. 

PANAMA, Ill, April 5.—Seven bodies 
have been recovered and 10 men are 
missing as the result of a gas explosion 
this morning in the Shoal Creek Coal 
Co. mine here this morning. Four hun- 
dred men had,ftust gone to work when 
the explosion occurred, a little after t 
o'clock. All but the 17 are believed to 
have escaped. Two men were taken out 
unconscious, reviving soon after they 
reached the air.

Joseph Renner. 

David Thomas. 

Andy Sayban. 

John Firtz. 

Thomas Firtz. 

Joseph Hilliblick. 

Joseph Stellia. 

Many of the men at the mine had been 
employed only recently and had come 
from towns far distant to secure work. 
Louis Sevinia was unconscious when 
brought to the surface but was revived. 

Joseph Little of Taylor Springs, one 
of the men first reported to be missing, 
was brought out uninjured. 

The explosion happened at a point 300 
feet underground and about a quarter of 
a mile from the main shaft. It is thought 
that this part of the only itevel the 
mine has, became filled with black damp 
in the night and the gas was set off 
by the lamp on a workman’s cap. 


The village of Panama, which js 
60 miles from St. Louls and near 
Greenville, Ill., surrounds the mine. 
Its population consists principally of 
miners and their families. The explo- 
sion brought everybody in the place 
mouth of the shaft, where 
women hysterically crowded, search- 
ing fot relatives. 

The uninjured survivors swarmed out 
of the shaft and hastened to assure. rel- 
atives of their safety, so that it was 
some time before a poll of them could 
be taken to determine the number of the 
missing. 

The first body brought out was that of 
Joseph Renner, who was married and 
lived with his wife and four children tn 
Panama. The other six bodies were 
brought out soon afterward. 

The worst effects of tne explosion were 
confined to a limited area and this is 
thought to account for the escape of the 
other men.

LATEST MEASUREMENTS OF THE FIGHTERS

RINGSIDE, ORIPNTAL PARK, 
Hevana, Aril 5. 
At isd Pp. (12:40 St. Louis time), 
Johnson made his appearance, being ap- 
plauded by the Cubans. One minute la- 
ter he crawled through the ropes clad 
in a gray bathrobs and wearing his 
usual golden smile.

Four minutes later prolonged yelling 


and cheering greeted the appearance of 
Willard. “The crowd went wild over the 
young fight giant, screaming and hand- 
clapping, as he crawled through the 
ropes. 

Willard wore a heavy red sweater. 
blue trousers and black sombrero. 

The negro, stripping of his bathrobe, 
showed himself clad in bright blue 
trunks and no belt. Willard wore dark 
blue trunks and an American flag as 
a belt. 

In the challenger’s corner were the fol- 
lowing seconds: Tom Jones, Willard’s 
manager, Tex O'Rourke, Jim Savage ani 
Walter Monahan. 

Johnson was seconded by George Mun- 
roe, Sam McVey, Dave Mills and Bob 
Armstrong. 

Hing Cleared for Actfon, 

The men shake hands for the movies. 
The ring gradually cleared of all except 
Referee Jack Welsh, seconds and prin- 
cipals. 

The seconds carefully inspected 
gloves of both fighters. 

Johnson objected to a woman specta- 
tor in the press ringside stand and she 
retired to an adjacent box. 

Crow’ Estimated at 15,000. 

The attendance is estimated at about 
15,000. Only a few of the $20 seats are 
still vacant. The sun began to beat down 
hotly and all danger of rain seems past. 

Both men weighed in on the scales in 
the ring. Willard’s weight was an- 
nounced as 238; Johnson's, 225. The 
regro appeared considerably heavier. 

At 1:28 the ring was ordered cleared. 
The pugs then shook hands. 

Time was called at 1128. 

The setting for the battle was pic- 
turesque. A ring had been erected di- 
rectly en the racetrack itn front of the 
big eteel grandstand which furnished 
the principal seating facilities. 

In front of the grandstand the long 
slope leading to the track was covered

the ring bexes were set down on. the 


track and more circus seats were 


the field. 

Cuban troops began to reach the 
track at 10:30, several companies of 
infantry and two troops of khaki- 
clad cavalry being then on the scene. 
.The racecourse where the fight was 
held is surrounded by green hills, some 
of which are topped with towering 
palins. The fight management, seeing 
the possibility of moving picture ma- 
chines equipped with telescopic lenses, 
operating from the hills, had guards 
stationed at all the vantage points over- 
looking the fight arena. 

At 11 o'clock the sun and clouds were 
still fighting for supreinacy. In the 
sky scveral very dark cloud banks were 
hanging over the sea and offering a 
menace of rain. 

At half past eleven o ‘clock, one hour 
before the fight was scheduled to start, 
a total of several thousand people had 
arrived and found seats, but the more 
expensive location contained but few 
spectators. 

Mayor an Early Arrival. 

The first notables to reach the ring- 
side seats were the Mayor of Havana 
and the Speaker of the Cuban House 
of Representatives. 

The ring was finished shortly before 
noon. While the strongest, it undoubt-. 
edly was also the crudest ever erected 
for a world’s championship firht. 


The band in the grand stand enter- 
tained the gathering crowds. The first 
tune it rendered was ‘‘By the Beautiful 
Sea.”’ which set the American contin- 
gent whistling. Late arrivais at the 
arena told of many automobile wrecks 
along the narrow and crowded road 
from Havana, but up to noon there had 
been no serious accident. 

There was a liberal percentage of 
women among the spectators. Most of 
them occupied box seats and many of 
them were Americans. 

No big betting was reported at the 
ringside, but the betting machines were 
quite liberally patronized in amounts 
from $2 to $10, the players picking the 
winner and the round. 

Before the ring was completed the 
big gong bad arrived and was placed 
in postition. 

Bob Vernon, official stakeholder and 
timer for the fight, took his place at the 
ringside at noon. Otto Floto, timer for 
Willard, and Sam Bennett, timer for 
Johnson, sat on either side of Vernon.

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U. S. GOVERNMENT 
OFFICERS. AT RINGSIDE 


CHICAGO, Aprtl 5.—United States 
District Attorney Clyne announced 
today that the Government had 
stationed men at: the ringside of 
the Johnson-Willard fight’'in Ha- 
vana. Mr. Clyne declined to go 
into details regarding the purpose 
for’ which the gecret service men 
had been ordered to Cuba. 

Sensational developments may be 
announced later in the day, he 
said, “‘but at present all I can say 
is that the men have been stationed 
at the ringside and will watch ev- 
ery move which Johnson makes 
after his fight. Their actions will 
be governed largely by circum- 
stances.”’ 

From another official source it 
was learned that Johnson,. who is 
under conviction on a charge of 
having violated the Mann ‘White 
slave act, has been trailed by Fed- 
eral agents. It was intimated that 
should he journey outside-of the 
three-mile limit in Cuban waters or 
approach the shore line of the Unit- 
ed States, that he would be taken 
in custody and hurried before the 
Federal Court in Chicago.

Ringside bot seats sold for $2, slope 
seats cost $20, while $15 was paid for 
grand stand seats. From $15 the prices 
of other seats fell to $3 for general ad- 
mission, but in addition to-the fight 
prices all spectators were required to 
pay $1 vcr the privilege of witnessing 
the racing at the conclusion of the fight. 
The ring for the historic battle was 18 
feet inside the ropes. The platform 
measured 22 feet. It was of sturdy con- 
struction, being strongly braced beneata 
to withstand the weight of the pugilists, 
Willard being probably the largest man 
who. ever entered the prize ring for a 
championship fight.

Count Criticises Captains of Dirig- 
ibles for Not Making Raids 
of Longer Duration.

ROMANSHORN, Switzerland, April 2, 
via Paris, April 5.—Count Zeppelin is not 
satisfied with the manner in which his 
airships are being handled. He called 
together one day this week his engineers 
and the Captains of the dirigibles now 
at the Zeppelin works at Friedrichs- 
hafen, and criticised them on several 
scores.

IGERMANY IS ASKED TO PAY 


$229,059 FOR SINKING FRYE! 


— 


Brief American Note for Reparation in Case. of 
of Ship Destroyed by the Prinz Eitel 
Presented by Uuited States. 


WASHINGTON, April 5.—The Ameri- 
can note to Germany on the sinking of 
the American sailing ship William P. 
Frye by the German auxiliary cruiser 
Prinz Ejitel Friedrich, was made public 
here today. It is very brief. It is con- 
fined principally to a recital-of the legal 
aspects of the sinking of the Frye and 
in polite and diplomatic language sug- 
gests that Germany make ‘reparation.’ 

This is the text of the instruction to 
«ambassador Gerard: 

“You are instructed to present the fol- 
lowing note to the German Foreign of- 
fice: 

“Under instructions from my Govern- 
ment I have the honor to present a 
claim for $228,059.54 with interest from 
Jan. 28, 1915, against the German Gov- 
ernment on behalf of the owners and 
Captain of the American sailing vessel 
William P. Frye for damages suffered 
by them on account of the destruction 
of that vessel on the high seas by the 
German armed cruiser Prinz Eitel Fried- 
rich on Jan, 28, 1915. 

Basis of the Claim. 

“The facts upon which this claim 
arises and by reason of which the Ger- 
man Government is held responsible by 
the Government of the United States 
for the attendant loss and damages are 
briefly as follows: 

“The William P. Frye, a steel sailing 
vessel of 3374 tons gross tonnage, owned 
by American citizens, and sailing un- 
der the United States flag and register, 
cleared from Seattle, Wash., Nov. 4, 
1914, under charter to M. H. Houser of 
Portland, Ore., bound for Queenstown, 
Falmouth or Plymouth for orders, with 
a cargo consisting solely of 186,950 bush- 
els of wheat owned by the aforesaid 
Houser, and consigned ‘unto, order or to 
its assigns’ all of which appears from 
the ship’s papers which were taken 
from the vessel at the time of her de- 
struction by the commander of the Ger- 
man cruiser. 

‘On Jan. 27, 1915, the Prinz Eitel Fried- 
rich encountered the Frye on the high 
seas; compelled her to tsop and sent on 
board an armed boarding party, who 
took possession. After an examination 
of the ship’s papers the commander of 
the cruiser directed that the cargo be 
thrown overboard, but subsequently de- 
cided to destroy the vessel, and on the 
following morning, by his order, the 
Frye was sunk.

Rather Than Protest. 
LONDON, April 5.—It may be stated 


on good authority that the American 
note on the British Order in Council is 
an inquiry rather than a protest. It 
seeks further information in regard to 
the attitude of Great Britain and makes 
clear under what conditions the United 
States will expect damages for inter- 
ference with shipping. Although en- 
tirely friendly in tone, the note definitely 
outlines the American ‘conception of a 
legal blockade, departure from which, it 
is contended, would entitle neutral ship- 
pers to reimbursement for losses.

ROME THINKS TURKEY 
IS SEEKING PEACE TERMS 


Finance Minister, in Switzerland, 
Said to Be Working for a Treaty. 


ROME, April 5.—In spite of various of- 


ficial denials, from some of the bellig- 
erent nations, that preliminary steps 
nave been taken to conclude peace, es- 
pecially by Austria and Turkey, with- 
o::t consulting Germany, the report that 
Djiavid Pasha, Turkish Minister of 
Finance, whe is now in Switzerland, is 
on a mission of peace, finds credence 
here. 

It is pointed out that Djavid Fasha 
was one of the first Turkish envoys to 
undertake at Ouchy, Switzerland, the 
eobnclusion of an Italo-Turkish peace and 
that he conducted his preliminary ne- 
gotiations by roundabout methods 
through neutral diplomats While he 
has denied emphatically that he is at 
present engaged in a similar mission, 
it is considered here that this denial 
should not be taken toc seriously be- 
cause he scarcely could admit at this 
time that his Government seeks a ces- 
sation of hostilities.

ORT NEWS, Va., April 5.—The 
German auxiliary cruiser Prinz Litel 
Friedrich still lay, at her wharf to- 
day with no outward evidences of 
whether she would move to sea or in- 
tern.

Speculation as to the course of the 
Ejitel’s commander was general and the 
word brought ashore by the LEitel’s 
sailors was conflicting. Some insisted 
the ship would leave but ‘“‘might come 
back,’’ and others remarked that any 
chance for getting through the cordon 
of hostile ships outside had been lost. 

It was commonly reported that the 
port officials would give the LEitel a 
chance to get out by withholding clear- 
ances from merchant ships flying flags 
of the allies for a period of 2% hours so 
that the terms of international law 
could be observed.

ZEPPELIN FAVORS AERIAL 
ATTACK ON LONDON NOW 


Count Criticises Captains of Dirig- 
ibles for Not Making Raids 
of Longer Duration. 
By Associated Press. 

ROMANSHORN, Switzerland, April 2 
via Paris, April 5.—Count Zeppelin is not 
satisfied with the manner in which his 
airships are being handled. He called 
together one day this week his engineers 
and the Captains of the dirigibles now 
at the Zeppelin works at Friedrichs- 
hafen, and criticised them on several 
scores.

FULTON, Mo., April 6.—Dr. John 
Fleming Cowan, 78 years old, colleg2 
professor, preacher, botanist and stu- 
dent poet, died suddenly this morning. 
He had been pastor of the old Aux 
Vasse Presbyterian Church near here 
for 563 years, and preached, as usual, 
yesterday. 

Dr. Cowan was a graduate of Wesi- 
minster in Fulton and the Priceton The- 
ological Seminary in New Jersey. The 
degree of doctor of divinity was con- 
ferred by the former college.

Brief American Note for Reparation in Case of 
of Ship Destroyed by the Prinz Eitel 


Presented by 


Uuited States. 


WASHINGTON, April 5.—The Ameri- 
can note to Germany on the sinking of 
the American sailing ship William P. 
Frye by the German auxiliary cruiser 
Prinz Eitel Friedrich, was made public 
here today. It is very brief. It is con- 
fined principally to a recital-of the legal 


aspects of the sinking of the Frye and, 


in polite and diplomatic language sug- 
gests that Germany make ‘‘reparation.”’ 

This is the text of the instruction to 
ambassador Gerard: 

“You are instructed to present the fol- 
lowing note to the German Foreign of- 
fice: 

“Under instructions from my Govern- 
ment I have the honor to present a 
claim for $228,069.54 with interest from 
Jan. 28, 1915, against the German Gov- 
ernment on behalf of the owners and 
Captain of the American sailing vessel 
William P. Frye for damages suffered 
by them on account of the destruction 
of that vessel on the high seas by the 
German armed cruiser Prinz Eitel Fried- 
rich on Jan, 28, 1915. 

Basis of the Claim. 

“The facts upon which this claim 
arises and by reason of which the Ger- 
man Government is held responsible by 
the Government of the United States 
for the attendant loss and damages are 
briefly as follows: 

“The William P. Frye, a steel sailing 
vessel of 3374 tons gross tonnage, owned 
by American citizens, and sailing un- 
der the United States flag and register, 
cleared from Seattle, Wash., Nov. 4, 
1914, under charter to M. H. Houser of 
Portland, Ore., bound for Queenstown, 
Falmouth or Plymouth for orders, with 
a cargo consisting solely of 186,960 bush- 
els of wheat owned by the aforesaid 
Houser, and consigned ‘unto, order or to 
its assigns’ all of which appears from 
the ship’s papers which were taken 
from the vessel at the time of her de- 
struction by the commander of the Ger- 
man cruiser. 

‘On Jan. 27, 1915, the Prinz Eitel Fried- 
rich encountered the Frye on the high 
seas; compelled her to tsop and sent on 
board. an armed boarding party, who 
took possession. After an examination 
of the. ship’s papers the commander of 
the cruiser directed that the cargo be 
thrown overboard, but subsequently de- 
cided to destroy the vessel, and on the 
following morning, by his order, the 
Frye was sunk.

LONDON, April 5.—It may be stated 


on good authority that the American 
note on the British Order in Council is 
an inquiry rather than a protest.

ROME THINKS TURKEY 
IS SEEKING PEACE TERMS 


Finance Minister, in Switzerland, 
Said to Be Working for a Treaty. 


ROME, April §.—In spite of various of- 


ficial denials, from some of the bellig- 
erent nations, that preliminary steps 
nave been taken to conclude peace, es- 
pecially by Austria and Turkey, with- 
ont consulting Germany, the report that 
Djiavid Pasha, Turkish Minister of 
Finance, whe is now in Switzerland, is 
on a mission of peace, finds credence 
here. 

It is pointed out that Djavid Fasha 
was one of the first Turkish envoys to 
undertake at Ouchy, Switzerland, the 
conclusion of an Italo-Turkish peace and 
that he conducted his preliminary ne- 
gotiations by roundabout methods 
through neutral divlomats While he 
has denied emphatically that he is at 
present engaged in a similar mission, 
it is considered here that this denial 
should not be taken toc seriously be- 
cause he scarcely could admit at this 
time that his Government seeks a ces- 
sation of hostilities.

Force to Be Recruited in Man- 
churia Following Failure of 
Effort in Japan, 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
TOKIO, March 8.—The project to or- 
ganize and send a Japanese volunteer 
army to Europe has been abandoned. 
Ths promoters explain that they failed 
to get the Governmental sanction, which 
was judged necessary. 

The police requested the promoters to 
discontinue the movement on the ground 
that it was harmful to public peace 
and order. The promoters, however, in- 
duced the Home Minister to withdraw 
the police order and sought to enlist 
the support of Count Okuma, the Pre- 
mier. According to the promoters the 
Premier replied that he did not believe 
the project would harm Japan’s diplo- 
matic dealings. However, he considered 
the approval of the army necessary. 
The plan was rejected by «he military 
authorities for two reasons. The first 
was that if it were carried out it would 
affect the strength of'the army in war 
time, as the volunteers would naturally 
come from the ranks o1 reservists. The 
second reason was that the surplus 
arms of the army having already been 
sold to the allied Powers the army had 
no arms and ammunition available for 
the volunteers. 

The promoters then decided to work 
for. the dispatch of one regiment in- 
stead of two divisions, and az;plicd tu 
the army authorities for arproval only 
to meet again with failure. The pro- 
ject was therefore abandoned. 
According to the Tokio Asahi, 
anese resident of Changchun, 
churia, whose name is Jinnosuke Osh- 
ige, has obtained permission from thé: 
Governor of Irkutsk to organize a Jap: 
anese volunteer force to serve in the 
Russian army. 

M. Oshige will open headquarters at 
Tsuraga, Japan, and Vladivostok, the 
Russian port on the other side of the 
Japan Sea. He is ambitious, he says, 
to organize two army corps, with no 
jimitation as to qualifications. Appli- 
cations of physicians, photographers 
and men understanding Russian, 
French, English or German would be 
especially welcomed. 

He has arranged, he declares, that in 
case volunteers are wounded or killed, 
allowances will be made by the army 
headquarters and the Russian Govern- 
ment. Those who join would go to 
Viadivostok for formal enlistment at the 
Russian volunteer camp.

The name of Philip C. Scanlan, for- 
mer Park Commissioner, will be written 
on the Democratic ballot for the School 
Board by many voters who favor the 
bipartisan plan, as recommended by the 
Citizens’ Committee. 

Party leaders on each side, as usual, 
predict success. Chairman Schmoll of 
the Republican City Committee expects 
to see the entire R&épublican ticket suc- 
cessful by 15,00 plurality. Chairman 
Meehan of the Democratic City Com- 
mittee says he regards the election of 
Curlee as President of the 
Board of Aldermen, as certain, and that 
the Democrats will elect the Aldermen 
from at least half the wards. 

The candidate in each ward receiving 
the greatest vote throughout the city 
will be elected. It may develop that a 
defeated candidate will have a greater 
vote than a successful candidate in an- 
cther ward. 

The controversy between the Demo- 
cratic and Republican organizations 
over the bipartisan plan of electing four 
School Board members, resulted in the 
ltepublican ballot carrying the names 
of four Republican can@idates, and the 
Democratic ballot carrying the names of 
three Democrats.

AT SEA, REPORTS INDICATE 


Steamer Prins Maurits Believed to Have Foun- 
dered Off Hatteras With 49 Aboard; 15 on 
Tug Perish in Atlantic Coast Gale.

NEW YORK, April 5.—Latest reports 
reecived here of the effects of the great 
storm which swept the Atlantic coast 
Friday and Saturday indicated that the 
toll of -human life would reach nearly 
one hundred. 

The Royal Dutch West Indies steamer 
Prins Maurits, with 49 persons aboard, 
is believed to have foundered off Cape 
Hatteras. Not a word that would give 
hope that the vesselt was still afloat 
was received today. 

Fifteen of the crew of the sea-going 
tug Edward Luckenbach perished when 
the tug was wrecked off False Cape 
Va. 

Ten men were drowned when two coal 
barges broke away from the tug Cum- 
berland and were pounded to pieces off 
Cape Henlopen, Del. 

Thirteen men aboard the barge Tam- 
pico, which broke away from her tow, 
ere believed to have been lost. 

Dozens of barges, schooners and other 
craft went ashore at various points 
along the coast, whose crews were res- 
cued by other vessels or coast guards. 

It is feared that other casualties may 
be reported. 


Efforts Still Being Made to Learn 
Fate of the Prins Maurits, 
NORFOLK, Va., April 6.—Every poe 
sible effort both from land and sea wa3 
being made today to learn the fate o*

The Prins Maurits, which left New 
York Thursday for West Indian ports, 
carried only four passengers. She was 
commanded by Capt. H. J. Vandergoot 
The steamer is of 1328 net tonnage, 285 
feet long, 38 feet beam and about 20 feet 
in depth. She was built in Hamburg in 
100. The passengers who sailed on th:

A small boat made the perilous 
trip from the Lenape to the Murphy 
and back with the acen men. 


Saved by Lightship.

Murrell 
fled to Chihuahua, Mexico, and remained 
there until the Post-Dispatch sent the 
late Frank R. O'Neil to see him. O’Neil 
persuaded Murrell to return to St. Louis 
and his unheralded Arrival was followed 
by the confessions of all the combine 
whom Folk would permit to earn im- 
munity in that manner. 

Right of the combine went to the peni- 
tentiary for terms of two years or more, 
and Julius Lehmann’s term of seven 
years, the longest, was commuted, after 
the greater part of it had been served, 
by Gov. Folk, who, as prosecutor, had 
convicted him. The others imprisoned 
were Edmund Bersch, Charles J. Denny. 
J. H. Schnettler, Emil Hartmann, J. J. 
Hannigan, Louis Decker and H. A. 
Faulkner. Those who turned State’s ev- 
idence were Otto Schumacher, the two 
Murrells, Gutke, William M. Tamblyn 
and George F. Robertson. Adolph Ma- 
dera escaped and was never found: John 
A. (Kid) Sheridan died under indict- 
ment; T. E. Albright was acquitted, and 
Kelly, through a combination of circum- 
stances, escaped prosecution. 

Not only the Suburban and lighting 
deals, but the equally atrocious Cen- 
tral Traction deal of 1898, which the 
Post-Dispatch had exposed at the time, 
was brought out by Folk in 1901. .ue 
prosecuted R. M. Snyder, a Kansas City 
millionaire, as the bribe-giver in tne 
Central Traction case, and Snyder, once 
convicted, died after a favorable, but 
not conclusive, appeal judgment had 
been rendered. Folk prosecuted Ed But- 
ler as the bribe-giver in the lighting 
case, and a jury in Fulton acquitted 
Butler. Butler was convicted in -o- 
lumbia of attempting to bribe a mem- 
ber of the Board of Health, and was re- 
leased by the Supreme Court. 


“I Ain’t Done Nothing!” 

A\MES H. CRONIN, Speaker of the 
J House of. 1901-1908, was one of the 

most celebrated characters in the 
House’s annals. For some reason never 
fully explained, he was not admitted to 
the 1899-1901 combine, but was left in 
the minority, and later was able to 
exclaim triumphantly, when indictments 
were striking all about him, “I ain’t 
done nothing!’ This, unfortunately, 
continued to be his motto as Speaker, 
and Rolla Wells, in the first half of his 
first administration as Mayor, found his 
hands tied by the House's inaction and 
obstruction. ‘Sonny Mack,” the giant 
negro porter in Cronin’s saloon, was a 
conspicuous figure in the House, and 
stories were told of cases in which he 
represented his master in official* mat- 
ters. 

Thomas FE. Kinney, elected to the 
House by a phenomenal majority in th: 
old Fourth Ward, was at first listed as 
a supporter of wronin, but grew weary 
of the Speaker's do-nothing policy, and 
in a@ later House Kinney became a 
leader in a combine which undertook 
to do something for the city, and to 
whose doings no scandal attached. Kin- 
ney was a State Senator at the time of 
his death three years ago. 

The statement that citizens once went 
to the city hall with ropes, to lynch 
members of the House of Delegates if a 
lighting bill were not passed, has becn 
widely printed. The fact is that in 1900, 
when the House had held up lighting 
contract legislation so long that the old 
contracts had expirei, ana the poor- 
house and insane asylum were being 
lighted with oil lamps and candles, a 
large and indignant delegation did visit 
the city hall. 


“Hang Them!’’ Some Cried.

It seemed to be a great public vic- 
tory—until it was learned afterward 
that a boodle agreement had been 
reached ‘just before the meeting and 
that nothing short of lynching could 
have kept the delegates from passing 
the bill. 

The attempt of the last House of Dele- 
gates to commit the city to the Alton & 
Mississippi free bridge approach grab 
and to defeat the public desire for the 
completion of the bridge is still well re- 
membered. This conspiracy was thwart- 
ed by the use of the initiative, after the 
Post-Dispatch had aroused public senti- 
ment in favor of immediate action.

Mizzi Hajos Is Pleasing Come- 
dienne in Chief Role at 
the Olympic. 


My CARLOS F. HURD. 
EEING and hearing “Sari,” at the 
S Olympic Theater last night, once 
felt the charm of the half-gypsy 
land which is today none too securely 
sheltered by the Carpathian Mountains. 
Not even Lehar’s “Merry Widow’ or 
Strauss’ “Chocolate Soldier’’ was 580 
thoroughly an old-world idyl] as this 
operetta of Emmerich Kalman—from 
whom, let us hope, the stage will re- 
ceive much more. 

So far as music can have a language, 
Kalman’s score speaks the Magyar 
tongue. To call it Viennese, as the ad- 
vance announcements did, seems inapt, 
and yet there are moments in the secon 
act where the music seems about to 
glide into the melodies of the ‘Blue 
Danube.”’ But still stronger is the sug- 
gestion at several places in the score, 
of passages in the rhapsodies in which 
Liszt, for all time, linked the names of 
Hungary and Music. 

And when Mizzi Hajos, in the part of 
Sari, is on the stage, there is another 
charm than that of the music. 
comedy role is too original to permit any 
close comparison, but it may be said 
that Sari contains a suggestion of Sis 
Hopkins, with a resemblance to the be- 
loved and forceful Bunty of recent 
string-pulling fame. Sari pulls the 
strings, and pulls them vigorously, 
around the ‘‘gypsy factory,’’ or training 
school for gypsy violinists, in the shad- 
ow of the Carpathians. Her father, Pali 
Racz, proprietor of the gypsy factory, 
has lost his cunning as a fiddler, but 
his son, Laczi, trained in Budapest, has 
become an artist whose ability old Pail 
is the last to recognize. Another ele- 
ment of jealousy enters into the rela- 
tions of father and son, as JuliskKa, 
whom the son loves, has been promised 
to the elderly and amorous Pali as his 
fourth wife. 

To the ‘“‘factory’ come Count Irini, 
from Paris, bent on taking Pali back 
with him to play for his friends, and the 
Count’s tutelary companion, Cadeaux, 
who is a compound of conservatism and 
dyspepsia. The Count’s flirtation with 
Sari, which continues through the play, 
gives constant opportunity for mirth- 
making on the part of Miss Hajos—or 
Mile. Hajos, or Fraulein Hajos, or what- 
ever the proper prefix is. The dancing 
of the hazazaa, which in its principal 
movement resembles a sack race, is a 
plece of comedy work both hilarious and 
refined. 

The second act, staged in the Count’s 
Paris home, presents the “Sari” gowns— 
a collection beside which yesterday's 
Easter display on the boulevards would 
look tame indeed. Into the midst of 
these gorgeous gowns comes little Sari, 
in her even more resplendent Hungarian 
national costume, which reyuires a se- 
ties of acrobatic feats before its wear- 
er can sit down.

MORMON CHURCH 
REAPED $1,887,320 
IN TITHES IN 1914 


First Public Financial Report of 
Church Shows That $730,960 
Was Spent on Buildings. 


‘SALT LAKH CITY, Utah, April 5.—| 


The first public financial statement ever 
issued by the Mormon Church was pre 
sented in the tabernacle yesterday be- 
fore the annual conference. The re- 


port shows that the church collected 


$1,887,920 from tithes in 1914, of whic. 
$730,960 was expended on church build- 
ings, $330,984 to maintain the church 
schools, $4,508 to maintain the Mor- 
mon temples, $277,900 for missionary 
work, $99,293 to maintain church of- 
fices, $136,727 to complete and maintain 
a hospital in Salt Lake City, and $116,- 
238 on the poor. 

The report also shows that the Mor- 
mon relief societies and the local 
church organizations gave $150,290 ad- 
ditional for the relief of the poor, and 
that the European war relief fund of 
the church amounted to $33,000, which 
has been sent abroad to be disbursed 
through the churches’ representatives. 
The expenses of the general offices of 
the churches are not paid from tith- 
ing, the report says, but from revenue 
derived from the church's investments. 
The report shows a net increase in 
the membership of the church of 129,498 
for the period from 1901 to 1914, a 
birthrate of 39.56 a thousand, a death 
rate of 8.3 a thousand and a marriage 
rate of 17 a thousand in 1914.

Her friends 
have begged her to let them furnish .the

refused, preferring the seclusion of the 
jail. ' 

Years ago Lilian Knox and, Lulu 
Wilson were chums in a little Southern 
town. Then Jacobs, an energetic young 
lawyer, fell in love with Lilian, married 
her and m North to live. cat sat wiil- 
son then became a teacher. 

Her Promise to the Dead. 

A girl and a boy were born to Mrs. 
Jacobs, and when a third was about to 
come she begged Lulu to come to her 
Miss Wilson gave up her school and 
went. Mrs. Jacobs asked Miss Wlison 
to give her solemn pledge that, in case 
of their mother’s death, Miss Wilson 
would take care of the children ag if 
she were their mother. 

“T promised,” said Miss Wilson, and 
she kept that promise. 

Mrs. Jacobs died and Miss Wilson be- 
came Jacobs’ housekeeper. Jacobs, for 
his part, seems to have been kind until 
a few months ago, when he resumed 
the drinking habits he had once given 
up Her friends begged her to leave. 
She refused. “I have promised and I 
will keep my promise,” she said. 

On the night of March 2%-Jacobs went 
to the Armory to a Boy Scouts’ meet- 
ing with his two boys. When they 
returned Miss Wilson put the boys to 
bed’ and returned to her sewing ma- 
chine in the sitting room. Jacobs sat 
down in a Morris chair near her, What 
followed is not clear. The story be- 
lieved here is that the man first abused 
Miss Wilson and then started from his 
chair to strike “her. 
heard . four. shots,. but before they 
reached the house Miss Wilson ran out, 
a revolver in her hand, crying: “I have 
killed Levi!” / 

Says Jacobs “Started For” Her. 

In the house Jacobs was lying across 
a chair dead, a bullet through his heart. 
At the preliminary hearing Miss Wilson 
pleaded “not guilty” when the charge 
of manslaughter was read to her. She 
sald Jacobs began “fussing,” then he 
‘started for’ her, and she used the re- 
volver. The weapon belonged to Ja- 
cobs, but was kept by the little house- 
keeper because she said she. feared him. 

John M. Sadler testified that when 
he asked her why she did it, she said: 
“If I had not done it, he would have 
killed me.”

| The part of the press which wants the graft 
put back in the tariff that the Underwood law 
took out has commented with horror on the pur- 
chase by the Illinois Central of many thousand 
tons of steel rails from the Algoma Steel Co. of 
Sault Ste. Marie, Ontario. ) 

Little comfort, however, is afforded tariff bour- 
bonism by the Railway Age, which dis¢usses the 
transaction ‘from the Strict standpoint of the 
business factors involved. If American workers at 
a time of lessened employment are deprived of the 
labor which this contract would provide, the 
American steel magnates are to blame. They could 
have obtained the contract, according to the Rail- 
way Age, if they had even approximated the Al- 
goma company prices. But they stuck for the $28 
a ton which is maintained so closely as practically 
to prove a condition of monopolistic market con- 
trol. 

‘As to the quality of American rails; whose lia- 
bility to fracture and cause accidents has given 
much cause for dissatisfaction in recent years, 
the railroad organ says the Canadian rails will. 
be subjected to the “nick-and-break” test, which 
requirement the American magnates refused to 
accept. The paper adds: 

“The United States mills lost this business not 
only because they refused to meet the Canadian 
mill’s prices, but because they persisted, as they 
have for years, in refusing to make rails according 
to specifications drawn up and approved by the 
railways. Another point is that the Algoma com- 
pany gave a five-year guarantee on its rails, while 
mills in this country some years ago discontinued 
giving such guarantees.” | 
It is deeply gratifying to learn that “foreign 
pauper labor’ cut no figure in the transaction. 
The Algoma company pays its labor as much as 
any American mills. The Underwood law must be 


‘exculpated from all blartie for the loss of the con- 


tract.

N the famous Empress of Ireland dis- 
aster a little girl who had been 
taught to swim was able to sup- 

port herself on the water until help 
arrived, while scores of strong men 
who had neglected to master the art of 
swimming, went down to death. 
Evolutionists hold that our ancestors 
were once fish. Many scientists indorse 
that odd theory. Whether or not this 
is true, there are millions of people 
who take to the water as naturally and 
are as much at home in it as if it were 
their natural element. Among the Ha- 
walians and the South Sea Islanders 
the children learn to swim almost as 
soon as they are able to walk. They 
need no instruction, but go into the 
water, paddle around a few minutes, 
and then they are off. In these coun- 
tries, where s0 many people spend a 
large proportion of their time in water, 
death by drowning is virtually un- 
known.

Proprietor of New York Restaurant, 
His Porter and Ceok Found 
Killed by Burgiars. 

NEW YORK, April 5.—Otto Zinn, a 
restaurant keeper, and two of his em- 
ployes, a porter and a cook, were killed 
early today in Zinn’s restaurant, sup- 
posedly by burglars. Zinn and his wife, 
who occupied a room above the restau- 
rant, were awakened by a crash down- 
stairs and the proprietor went down to 
investigate. When he failed to return 
his wife called a policeman who found 


the restaurant keeper and his two em- 


i 


ployes in the cellar. 

In the cellar was found also a safe 
which had been moved from the floor 
above and evidently thrown downstairs. 
it had not been broken open. Beside the 
men lay three cleavers with which the 
burglars had battered in their victims 
yeads. The police found also a revolver 
and a set of burglars” tools. 

There was evidence that the men who 
committed the crime had secreted them- 
selves in the cellar after eating a meal 
in the restaurant. The porter and the 
cook had been surprised and killed when 
they went to get coal.

It is coming, of course; it is 
bound to come; it must come automati- 
cally sooner or later. When I say 
suffrage I distinctly divide it from po- 
litical fe. In my mind politieal life 
is public life, civic life, and women 
need that. 

“The responsibility is pressing every- 
where, pressing more and more heavily. 
It ia there without the vote—the re- 
aponsibility for the wage-enrner us well 
as the woman not called upon to earn 
her bread. We have only tu look 
around us to see it on every side.” 
Miss Morgan is a great believer in 
the influence of spaces on the young 
workers who live cramped lives in small 
and unwholesome quarters. That is why 
she is interested in the Girls’ Camp, for 
which a piece of the Harriman property 
at Greenwood Lake was given. They 
will sleep in tents and have as much 
privacy as possible and room ‘‘to stretch 
themselves.” 

“The big out-of-doors is the best thing 
for them,” went on Miss Morgan. ‘‘It 
may seem odd, but the girisc we take 
will have to pay $8 a week and probably 
$8 for their equipment. It is the girls 
who have begun to achieve who will 
come. We shall sell the stock to them 
at $10 a share, so that in the end they 
may own their camp.
